Construction or prototype 
was achieved May 20, 2002. and was pubfcry displayed at Die APPMA Pet Products Show, in Chicago, IL do Jima 12. 
2002. 

Ttas product's purpose Is to offer an art&malfre to cat owners for prouhfing unique nnd ImsflJnaUva housing, bunging, 
and ewenalnmBrt venues far their pete at lass cost than comparable products. Currently, tho market provides rigid one, 
two, and three story *condoV T as well as pro-constructed "trees' ottering a variety of perches, toys, housings, and 
Gcrauchlns posl options. A consumer must purchase each of thasa unffs whole and ore given no viable alternative or 
opGon for adrfng, or deleting from the structure without damaging it or precariously stacking the unite ona upon the olhar. 

Another fault of the currant pro duds to me rattier is that, due to the rigid construction of the units, a great <teat of 
•empty is unavoidable In ih» shipping of uia products, causing ewessVa transportation costs. The proposed product 
v«3l reduce the transportation costs, when compared to Ike products, by as much as ao%. 

Tha invention is unique in that It provides a housing unit lot cats that Is similar to Kka products, (wood and cardboard 
eonsuucOoq. covered in Jtfmtfous carpefrig)* but is not ngJdJy buSl As seen in Figures 4. S t and 6, Ihe side estenor wafts 
; of the structure are constructed of heavy cardboard panels that are gtued to bwtap tacked carpeting strips. The carpeting 
acts as Q Wnga between Ihe cardboard panels so as to allow <ha structure to told flat or to unfold into a euMdo form for 
construction of the housing uril As shown in Figures 2 and 3, flooring and to of panels constructed from wood and 
carpet ore then able to cSp. Into place hi the top and bottom of die opened wad unh to provide a complete oUbe unit as 
shown rn Hguro 1. 

Transportation advantages mta attained by folding the sde-wafl uznt completely dosed and placing tin roof and ceiling 
panels a^aconl to r\ tormJnn 3 BoQd siaox thai can be packaged with JjtOe "empty air". Shaping savings would be 
substantial for the manufacturer or realtor. This design eJso allows the retofler to warehouse and shrive the product in 
less space, freeing valuable space foe other products and displays. 

Figure 2. also diagrams the aspect of this design that mattes it totally unique m the industry. Each base floor and 
cetfjng ttnfl has tear circular holes dr^cd through the board In each comer. ThJs allows for the (nsertwn □* modular rods to 
be placed through Gt* holes. In turn, aflowa for ihe construoSon of a wide variety of modular unit designs that is onty 
Brculed by the architect's imagination. 
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As shown fei Figure's 10 and 11. two tertgms-of rods are needed. The Figure 11 rod. or base rod, is trailed Jnafl 
pound level unte, as shown in Ruure 12, or as ground lavel pflara, a? shown Fn Rgure 15. {QU The longer rods, Rgure 
1 D. referred to 83 mod liter rods, are used In afl upper story construcdDn of mte that are second story or ahoue. 
Figure 7 depicts column cops, Figure Q. cotumn spacers, and Figure 9, cttfumn connectera, that are used In the 
assembly process. 

Hgura 12 deplete how the rods are assembled Inside each housing unit The corrector p feces, (A), having a greater 
diameter than the corresporxfing hales, (XX). act as support to the cefflng panels white providing accesa to the module/ 
rods. Figure 13 depicts ha* be meduter rods can be connected to the base rods to form the Etruckire for a second level 

A* seen In Bgure 14, another assembled base unti can ha sfld over the few modular rods to form a second tevd to 
the unit Figure 15 depicts how the two story "habitat" can Ihenoe transfomied into a three story structure; Current 
products aDowfor no options as Ihte product does. To progress from one, to two, to three story unite, the consumer roue* 
purchase each urA separately. Due to the columnar construction of our design, a great deal of stability and strangrh Is 
achlaved but aJ*o attows for qufc* construction and breakdown for trarreporiirjn. 

Rgura 16 toelefls the total uniqueness of this product and potential tor success In the marketplace. A consume; 
w» have the apQtm of purchasing ono base unit atone and provide a sanctuary for their cat. (Fig. 1). Bui, H they wig*?, 
they may purchase a convBfsffon hfl Orat consists of 4 base rods* 4 modular rods, 2 spacers, and 2 caps, [hat wH allow 
them to purchase another base unfi and construct a 2*slory, sp&Jevel, front pcfao. or rear deck structure. By purchasing 
another conversion id and base unit the hefty ceL owner can construct the unit depicted tn Fig. 16, 3 rooms. 2 carports, a 
courtyard, and 2 eundecks. Another base unH and convarsfon Wt acquisition enables the owner to add on another room 
and Gundrek, as dapictadm Figure 17. 

As seen In Roji#e 1G, base rods are utilized to form the pEcrs needed (0 support Ihu spBWfiVfil Wzng*. Caps, {B) t at 
the tap of the base units provide stabfRy and "set" the bnse/modutor rods.
